boat to John Fitch, nnd not to Robert Fulton. 
Ha produces good authority to sustain him in 
his assertions, and tho friends of Fitch will no 
doubt be glad to find justice done him u: this 
work. 


It appears that John Fitch invented, and 


made a successful trial trip with his steamboat 
at Philadelphia, in 17dG, which averaged near- 
ly oight miles an hour, nnd that afterward, 
while he was in Part's,, trying to obtain aid from 
the French Government, to further his object, 
ho met Robert Fulton, who was thorn, experi- 
menting his Submarine Battery for blmving up 
ships; and Fulton, by pretending to tuko great 
interest in Fitch, obtained drawings of his 
steamboat, by giving him milk and water letters 
to various persons. Poor Fitch remained in 
Europe* some time trying to got capitalists to 
advance him funds to, prosecute his great inven- 
tion, but without etiecess. They called him 
crazy, little dreaming of the groat prize they 
were loosing. 


Meantime, Robert Fultoti returned to New 


York, and obtained funds from Chancellor Liv- 
iugston, built the steamer "Clennont" on tho 
North River in 1SOG, using on her, one of 
Watt's improved stoam engines, ordered from 
England. This was full twenty years after 
John Fitch had demonstrated the practicability 
of steaming the mighty MUsisnippi with tin; 
steamboat. In 1611, Robert Fulton and Liv- 
ingston claimed the exclusive privilege of navi- 
irating the Ohio and Mississippi by steam, — 
Several boats wetp thus tied up; but, at the 
great trial in New York, it was satisfactorily 
and conclusively proven, that Robert Fulton 
was not thu inventor of tho stetmboat, but to 
John Fitch belonged tnat credit. 


The life of poor Fitch is peculiarly interest- 


ing ami melancholy. J«st before'his death, lie 
remarked: "The day will como when some 
more powerful man will get fame and riches 
from my invention, '.but nobody will believe 
that poor John Fitch can do anything worthy 
of attention." He was buried oil tho banks ot 
tho Ohio.
